4. (Currently Amended) The nutraceutical composition of claim 2, wherein the 
nutraceutical composition contains extracts of only four herbs, i.e., the first, second, third, and 
fourth herbs; or extracts of only three herbs, i.e., the second, third, and fourth herbs^ 

5. (Currently Amended) The nutraceutical composition of claim 4, wherein the 
weight ratio of the extracts of the first, second, third, and fourth herbs is (0-1.5):(0.5-1.5):(0.5- 
1.5):(0.5-1.5). 

6. (Original) The nutraceutical composition of claim 1, wherein the fourth herb is 
Magnolia biondii Pamp. 
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7. (Currently Amended) The nutraceutical composition of claim 6, wherein the 
weight ratio of the extracts of the first, second, third, and fourth herbs is (0-1.5):(0.5-L5):(0.5- 



8. (Original) The nutraceutical composition of claim 6, wherein the nutraceutical 
composition contains extracts of only four herbs, i.e., the first, second, third, and fourth herbs; or 
extracts of only three herbs, i.e., the second, third, and fourth herbs. 

9. (Currently Amended) The nutraceutical composition of claim 8, wherein the 
weight ratio of the extracts of the first, second, third, and fourth herbs is (0-1.5):(0.5-1.5):(0.5- 
1.5):(0.5-1.5). 

10. (Original) The nutraceutical composition of claim 1, wherein the nutraceutical 
composition contains extracts of only four herbs, i.e., the first, second, third, and fourth herbs; or 
extracts of only three herbs, i.e., the second, third, and fourth herbs. 

(Currently Amended) The nutraceutical composition of claim 10, wherein the 
weight ratio of the extracts of the first, second, third, and fourth herbs is (0-1.5):(0.5-1.5):(0.5-

histamine, comprising administering to a subject in need thereof extracts of at least three or four 
herbs, wherein the first herb, which is optional, is Hedysarum polybotrys Hand.-Mazz. or 
Astragalus membranceus Bge., the second herb is Atractylodes macrocephala kodiz., and the 
third herb is Ledebouriella seseloides (hoffm.) Wolff, and the fourth herb is an anti-allergy herb.
